There 
is no place so snug as a huckleberry 
bush for a snake to hide under and as 
sure as a hand is thrust beneath the 
foliage sheltering a copperhead it will

FREDERICKSBURG 


Washington, D. 
Dec. 
13.- Fifty 
years ago today, almost Within sight 
or the national capital, wag fought the 
great battle of 
Fredericksburg 
The 
battle was one of the severest of the 
civil war and the 
resultant 
victory 
one of the most notable achieved by 
the arms of the onfeCderacy. 
Fredericksburg lies on the 
south 
bank of the Rappahannock river, •'»'» 
miles north of Richmond, and on the 
shortest railroad route to 
that 
city 
from Washington. Besides 
this 
fact, 
the vicinity or Acquia Creek, on the 
Potomac—furnishing 
an 
excellent 
base ot supplies—made movement on 
Richmond by way of Fredorickrourg 
more feasible 
than 
by 
any 
iher 
route. 
After the battle of Antretam, Gen­ 
eral McClellan, still in command of 
the army of the 
Potomac, 
occupied 
H arper’s Ferry. Yfter a delay of over 
a month, he crossed the Betorn ie in 
pursuit of General Lee, who rapidly 
retired to 
the 
Rappahannock. 
»’he 
town of Warrenton, about 
50 
miles 
southwest of th** national capital, was 
the place selected by Cen t a l McClel­ 
lan for the concent ration of his army. 
On November 7 ^ an tral McClellan 
was relieved of his 
command, 
and \ 
General Ambrose P. Burnside reluc­ 
tantly accepted it. General M odelling 
plan of campaign was changed A tter 
reorganizing 
tho 
army 
into 
three 
grand divisions, under Generals Hook­ 
er. Summer and 
Franklin, General 
Burnside began rile famous movement 
against Fredericksburg, the 
purpose 
being to crosg tho Rappahannock at 
the city and to crush the two wings of 
the Confederate arm y in detail, as 
they were at that time fully two days' 
march apart. 
By November lh General, Burnside’s 
army occupied the 
heights opposite 
Fredericksburg, but a delay of near­ 
ly a week was occasioned by .he fail­ 
ure of the pontoon-train 
to 
arrive 
from Washington. 
The Confederate array had, however 
been just as rapid in its movements 
and had already seized and fortiti-d 
the heights 
behind 
Fredericksburg. 
General Burnside, noting the chang­ 
ed aspect of affairs, since the enem y 
was now combined, hurried to W ash­ 
ington and expressed doubt as to the 
advisability of attem pting to cross the 
river since General Lee’s force had 
not been separated. 
He was urged, 
however, to go on. and returned to 
conduct the advance. 
It was not until Dec. ll, owing to 
the incessant rain, that General Burn­ 
side gave orders to cross the river at 
■Fredericksburg, and attack the Con­ 
federates. 
The pontoons 
were 
laid 
with great difficulty and considerable 
loss, nearly the entire day being con­ 
sumed in the effort, thwarted by the 
fire of the Confederates concealed in 
houses in Fredericksburg. 
General 
Franklin 
crossed 
below 
Fredericksburg, without loss, on the 
morning of the 12th. The two armies 
were now ranged opposite each oth­ 
er south of the city, the Confederate 
lines occupying the naturally strong 
position along the crest of the hills, 
with an open plain in 
front. 
Their 
forces numbered 80,000 strong. Gen­ 
eral Longstreefs corps occupied the 
height known as 
Mary’s hill, while 
Stonewall Jackson lay farther to the 
right in front of Franklin’s grand di­ 
vision. 
The Federals were 
formed 
with 
General Summer on the right, Gener­ 
al Hooker in the centre, and General 
Franklin on the left. The battle was 
opened by Franklin about 9 o'clock 
on the morning of the 13th, and con- 
iffinued In a series of ineffectual at­ 
tem pts to dislodge the Confederates 
until night. 
On the morning of the 14th Gener­ 
al Burnside was only prevented from 
renewing the attack by the united 
disapproval of his corps commanders. 
On th * l ith and loth the armies were 
quiet, a truce being obi.tined by the 
federals to bury the dead. On the 
night of Dec. 15 the federal^ retired 
across the river, and on the inch the 
Confederates again 
occupied 
Fred­ 
ericksburg. 
Tin* Federal Josses in tho engage­ 
ment were USO killed, 902S wounded, 
2145 missing, a totai of 12,353. The 
Confederates lost 
593 
killed, 
3961 
wounded and 653 missing, the total 
being 5207. 
As a result of the 
great disaster 
m;*eh dis satisfaction and insubordi­ 
nation tv ere manifested 
among 
the 
federal troops, which increased until 
General Burnside felt compelled to 
issue an order, subject to the presi­ 
dent's approval, dismissing! several 
officers from the service and reliev­ 
ing other* from duty. This, however, 
was not approved, and shortly after­ 
wards General Burnside gave up the 
command and General Hooker was ap 
pointed in hi* place.

And why did he not say, 
in candor and fairness as an im part­ 
ial historian would say, that the in­ 
stitution of slavery, peculiar to the 
southern states by reason of climatic 
and geographical conditions, was de­ 
fended by the southern people? Again 
he asserts that the freedom of the 
slave wa* the direct cause of the war 
b*-tween the states 
As a m atter of 
fact, and every student of history 
know 8, long, long before slavery at­ 
tained the proportions that existed 
just prior to the war, the doctrine 
of secession, of the right of a state 
to sever the bonds which bound it 
to the union, was preached alike in 
Massachusetts and South Carolina, the 
latter state even going so far as to 
nullify the tariff law passed during 
Jackson's 
adm inistration 
on 
the 
ground that the federal government 
was without power to tax the people 
of the states without their consent. 
In all the debates in the constitu­ 
tional convention, the doctrine of state 
soverignty wafi championed by the op­ 
ponents of Hamilton and many states 
including New York, New Hampshire 
and M assachusetts, re luctantly gave 
their consent to the adoption of the 
j constitution as it finally came from 
j the convention.
